Arabs to sit-down with Israel Trial in Riga

MOSCOW. — The trial of four Soviet Jews charged with printing and 
distributing anti-Soviet material opened yesterday in Riga, the capital 
‘of Soviet Latvia, the Soviet news agency Tass reported. Tass sald ten 
of those convicted for planning an aircraft hijack from Leningrad last 


The news agency said yesterday‘a 
trial involved four people charged 
“with fabricating and circulating 
slanderous materials for subversive 
purposes and attempting to draw 
their acquaintances and colleagues 
into their activities hostile to the 
state.” 

The four accused, all Jewish, are 
Ruth Alexandrovich, a 24-year-old 
Riga nurse, engineer Boris Maftzer, 


᾿ 24, Arkadi Shpllberg, a fHter, 32, 


and Mikhail Shepshelovich, 27, a 
worker. 

Unoficlal sourceg reported that 
Mr. Shplilberg pleaded not guilty. 
Mr. Shepshelovich, they said, admit- 
ted the facts of the charge but 
denied he had any anti-Soviet intent 
Jo circulation of what the Soviets dea- 
erlbed as “propaganda.” Miss Alexan- 
drovich and Mr. Maftzer pleaded 
gullty, they added. Tass had repor- 
ted that these two “pleaded guilty 
and repented.” Miss Alexandrovich 
las been reported to have been held 
in solitary confinement for the last 
eight months. Her health is failing, 
sources said, 

According to the indictment quot- 
ed by Tass, the defendants engag- 
ed in anti-Soviet activity together 
with previous accused involved in 
the abortive plane hijacking, 

They are not charged with par- 
ticipation in the plot, Tass said, but 
“thelr joint crimina] activities crea- 
ted an atmosphere” for the hijack 
attempt. 

Tt said Mr, Maftzer and Mr. Shpil- 
berg face charges under Article 65, 
paragraph 1‘and Article 67.

Article 65 covers anti-Soviet agi- 
tation and propaganda, and Article 
67 deals with organisatlonal activity

The maximum penalty for the 
first offence is seven years’ deten- 
tion, plus up to five years’ exile, 
and for the second the death sen- 
tence or 15 years’ detention. 

Mr, Maftzer was quoted as testi- 
fying at the second Leningrad trial 
that he organized the publilcation 
and distribution in Riga of “sland- 
erous anti-Soviet materials,” He 
was quoted as saying he had been 
assigned to do this by a group 
led by Gilya Butman, the defen- 
dant in last week's trial who got 
the highest sentence of 10 yeara, 

Tass said that Mr. Maftzer and 
Mr. Shpliberg drew Mr. Shepshelo- 
vich and Ruth Alexandrovich into 
thelr activities. “Together they set 
up 8. clandestine printing-shop 
where a considerable amount of 
slanderous fabrications produced by 
the criminal group in Leningrad 
was printed,” Tass sald. 

Tass also said that, together with 
the defendants in the two Lenin- 
grad trials, “the defendants trans- 
mitted to Israel deliberately false 
information on the foreign and 
home policies of the Soviet state.” ~

In Jerusalem, the Knesset stood 
in silence yesterday to mark the 
memory of Ephraim Elrom. When 
the afternoon session opened, Speak- 
er Reuven Barkatt expressed the 
general mourning of the House, and 
said that Elrom had joined the 
long list of Israel's emissaries who 
had fallen in the line of duty. The 
murder was not aimed at the vic- 
tim alone, he declared, but also at 
the very heart of Israel.

The per share net profit ad- 
vanced to 13.7 per cent, double the 
rate of four years ago, and the 
share's balance sheet value rose to 
112 per cent. The consolidated pro- 
fit per share was 15.5 per cent, 
and the consolidated operating pro- 
fiz was up almost 30 per cent com- 
pared with 1969. 

However, Clal's 1970 consolidated 
accounts include 24 affiliated com- 
panies, as compared with 10 2 
year ago. So the figures are not 
striculy comparable. Moreover, the 
consolidated accounts are sill far 
from complete — a number of af- 
filiates, including some major ones, 
have not yet been Included. Also, 
the presentation of the profit and 
loss breakdown js far from clear. 
The bulk of the increase in con- 
solidate income came from “trade, 
industry and services” <unspecified 
7L§.40m., apparently not included 
in the 1969 accounts), while in- 
come from dividends, management 
fees and sundries, actually declined. 
Neither is there an explanation for 
the sharp rise in the consolidated 
overheads (from 1L3.2m. to IL8m.) 
probably related to the above rise 
in “trade, industry and service” 


profits. 
Some doubts 


As regards Clal proper, the pic- 
ture is clearer, though not com- 
pletely reassuring. The company's 
Income from dividends increased 
somewhat, but that was more than 
offset by a big drop in income 
from management fees and sundries. 
The bulk of the 1970 income (and 
Profit) Increment was derived from 
interest (met) and from _ capital 
gains. No breakdown of profits ac- 
cording to sources is included in the 
report. 

One cannot, therefore, help wonder- 
Ing whether the company's detailed 
report, prepared in accordance with 
the new regulations, ts indeed worth 
all the time which it must have 
required, It goes without saying 
that the new disclosure rules re- 
Present ἃ huge step forward in 
making our public companies mind- 
ful of their responsibilities, and in 
providing better grist for bankers 
and accountants. But somehow the

One must bear in mind that Clal 
ig by far the biggest of our invest- 
ment companies. Its balance sheet 
amounts to [L246m., and the con- 
solidated one to IL314m. The 
Broup'’s aggregate assets are now 
probably not far helow IL500m. It 
controls ome of our major textile 
concerns, the country's biggest 
publishing house, the GUS-Ta'a- 
ssiyot industrial promotion com- 
pany, the Asorlm -——- and several 
other real estate companies, and a 
lot of other large and medium en- 
terprises, Its control is shared by 
the three major banks. which com- 
mand between them about 40 per 
cent of Clal share capital. One of 
the four board members who signed 
this year's balance sheet was Dr. 
A. Ne‘eman, general manager of the 
Industrial Development Bank. 


Secretiveness 


With this background, and with 
an ambition to be more than an 
ordinary investment company 
something like a chosen instru- 
ment for channelling Latin Amer- 
Ican capital looking for investments 
in Israel — one could have expected 
Clal to be less secretive about its 
activities. 

At this juncture one is tempted 
to raise another, more basic ques- 
Gon: what actually is Clal’s eco- 
nomic function? When it was set 
up, mine years ago, high hopes were 
entertained concerning immigration 
from Latin America, and the com- 
pany was expected to blaze the 
trail and to act as a trustee in 
this field. However, this role is by 
now of lesser importance. Instead, 
it has become this country's ma- 
jor conglomerate, of a size which 
already does not fit easily into 
Israel’s rather small national eco- 
nmomy. Thus the company’s port-

In a country with a free capital 
market, the company could have 
acted as a useful financing instru- 
ment for its affiliates. However, in 
Israel there is not much scope for 
this function in view of the all- 
pervading interventon of the State 
and its agencies, To be sure, Clal's 
declared policy is to acquire ma- 
nagerial control of its affiliates 
and to develop them by .improving 
their efficiency and material re- 
sources, 

It hag indeed to Its credit quite 
a number of achievements in con- 
solidating industries that had been 
bogged down, and in promoting new 
ones (for example the ‘Beisan and 
Nazareth textlle concern, Nazareth 
Automotive Equipment assembly 
plant, Modul Beton Lid.). However, 
one may wonder whether al] that 
financial size, involving so many 
mangement tlers, was necessary” for 
that end. 

Of course. the concern has al- 
ready acquired a momentum of its 
own, Some of its affiliates may 
be thriving, or on the way to it. 
Its financial force, its liquidity

TEL AVIV, — The 85th Histadrut 
Council, which meets here for a 
one-day session tomorrow, \s ex- 
pested to adopt the changes in 
the status of the Histadrut comp- 
troller which could lead to the 
resignation of the incumbent comp- 
troller, Mr. Yosef Avidar. 

The Council, a 351-man body 
whose power is second only to that 
of the quadrenniel convention, will 
also urge the Government to table 
she public health Insurance bill as 
sSu9n ag possible, But the reform in 
the Histadrut electoral system, which 
Secretary-General Yitzhak Ben-Aha- 
ron has been pushing, wil! not be 
attempted by this Council, the press 
was told here yesterday. 

Mr. Ben-Aharon told reporters 
that he saw no reason for Mr. Avi- 
dar to quit, as the proposed changes 
do not curtail the comptrolier's 
functions. Their aim, he said, is to 
“avoid overlapping” by exempting 
from regular control agencies such 
as banks, which are supervised by 
Government institutions, 

But Mr, Avidar's vehement op- 
position to the Ὁ} is already well 
Known, and he has threatened to 
walk out if it 18 passed. Among 
other things. it gives the Histadrut 
Β say in the comptroiler's budget. 
Mr. Avidar'’s office, which was crea- 
ted about 18 months ago, now em- 
ploys up to 80 men and costs 
IL1.5m. a year.

X-ray strikers 

The Director-General of the 
Health Ministry, Dr.

When the Standards Institution 
started testing cement and building 
structures in Jerusalem in 1959, 
40 per cent failed to comply with 
Specifications (laid down hy the 
Houglng Ministry for public con- 
struction and by the local authority 
for private construction), Within 
six months, the proportion fell to 
10 per cent, Mr. Aharon Gilat, head 
of the Institution, said yesterday. 

He was speaking to pressmen 
before the ceremonial opening yes- 
terday afternoon of a new building 
in Talpiot, accommodating the Je- 
rusalem branch. Present were Fi- 
mance Minister Piohas Sapir and 
Mayor Teddy Kotlek. The IL850,000 
complex replaces huts occupied by 
the Institution for the last 12 
years, near the Town Municipal 
Engineer's Office. 

The Jerusalem branch is headed 
by Mr. Shamay Yodaiken. It now 
has 27 employees and five field 
laboratories, one in Beit Shemesh. 
“Since 1959, we have made tests 
on 20,000 bulldings in the capital,” 
Mr, Yodaiken said “— 5,400 of them 
last year." 

The Standards Institution has its 
origing in 1923, and became 8 sta- 
tutory body In 1953, when the 
Standards Law was passed. "Our

Uty standards, by a variety of 
methods,” Mr. Gilat explained. Big 
buyers such as the Defence Min-

Another activity is standardiza- 
tion of products {so that ali bulbs 
fit in the same socket, for example}, 
the promotion of safety in use 
(particularly of electrical equip- 
ment), and the Introduction of quali- 
ty control in workplaces. “It is 
best to check quality before the 
fina] article is completed,” Mr. Gilat 
vommented. 


The budget of the Institution

earned through payment for its 
services. It puts out 1580 test cer- 
tifcates a day. In answer to a 
question, Mr, Gilat recommended 
that private persons ensure, when

construction, that quality tests of 
the materials are duly made by the 
Institution,
